This proposed modification of the law 
does not give the President the power 


of the Senate, but on the contrary, sub- 
jects every act of the suspension of an 
officer to the approval of the Senate 
within 30 days after the latter body re- 
assembles. If the Senate does not con- 
eur in thesuspension of the official, said 
official returns to his office, his previous 
removal by the President to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. This isso much 
like the old law, that most everybody 
wonders that Grant ever has deci 

to aceept it in lieu of his original terms 
of unconditional repeal, but this much 
needs cxplanati as follows: Radical 
Senators went to him last night, and 
said if a vote were taken in the Senate 
on the House bill for the simple repeal 
of the Tenure-of-Office law, that it
